who withdrew from the above election). 

6. Shri V, G. Deshpande, Secretary, All India Hindu Maha Sabha. 

Address:—Hindu Sabha Bhawan, New Delhi. (A candidate who 
withdrew his candidature).— Respondents. 

Sir, 

The petitioner above-named, begs to submit as follows:— 

1. That the petitioner along with all the respondents put in his nomination 
paper before the Returning Officer for the Shivpuri Parliamentary Constituency 
in Madhya Pradesh. The Returning Officer accepted all the nominations, 

2. That 4th February, 1957 was the last date appointed for withdrawals. The 
petitioner, respondent No. 5 and No, C presented notices of their withdrawals per¬ 
sonally and within time. Respondent No. 4 withdrew his candidature through the 
petitioner and the withdrawal was validly accepted by the Returning Officer. 

3. That respondent No, 3 appointed Dr. Manohar Lai Mehta of Shivpuri, his 
election agent for the above election, Dr. Mehta was never authorised to present 
any such notice of withdrawal on behalf of Shri Gautam Sharma. But the Return¬ 
ing Officer wrongly accepted the withdrawal. Shri Gautam Sharma, however, 
contested an Assembly seat in the same District and won by a majority of about 
6000 votes, The exclusion of the name of Shri Gautam Sharma has materially 
affected the election. 

4. That the result was declared by the Returning Officer on 11th March, 1957 
and this petition is being filed within 45 days as required by the R. P. Act. 

5. That when the counting of the votes took place on 11th March, 1957, about 
5000 ballots meant for the election of Assembly seats were found in the boxes for 
Shri Brijesh. Under Rule 57(2) (d) & (c) they ought to have been rejected, but 
the Returning Officer included them in the count, This fact has again materially 
affected the election. 

6. That Shri Brijesh, respondent No, 1, and his supporters made systematic 
appeal to the voters to vote on the ground of caste and creed. Personally the 
respondent No. 1 had been appealing systematically for Brahmin support, he being 
a Brahmin. For non-Brahmins he would ask whether they were out to murder 
(meaning thereby to defeat) a Brahmin as against a cow-killer (meaning a mem¬ 
ber bf congress, a party which is not banning cow slaughter in the teeth of opposi¬ 
tion). His begging votes as a Brahmin in the above fashion told upon the simple 
villagers and materially furthered his prospects. 

7. That the petitioner has deposited Rs. 1000/- as security as required by the 
R. P. Act. 

8. In fine, it is respectfully prayed that the election of the respondent No. 1 be 
declared void. The petitioner may kindly be granted such other relief as may be 
deemed lawful proper and just. The petitioner may be awarded costs of this 
petition.
